Once  owned  by  Napoleon's  sister  Caroline,  whom  he  mar- 
ried to  Marshal  Murat,  afterwards  made  King  of  Naples.  A 
rope  of  plaited  gold,  from  which  depend  7 gold  loop  chains, 
separated  by  tiny  hanging  gold  balls.  These  chains  hang  as 
a frame  for  3 large  and  4 smaller  Carnelians,  oval  form,  ex- 
quisitely carved  in  intaglio  of  Jove,  Juno,  a Vestal,  Eros,  a 
Dolphin,  etc.  Another  Camelian  is  used  as  a Clasp,  flanked 
by  four  gold  balls.  All  of  these  ornaments  are  so  fastened 
wi  lit  gold  loops  to  the  gold  rope  necklace  as  to  be  movable, 
enabling  the  wearer  to  group  the  Carnelians  close  or  apart,  as 
fancy  dictates. 

When  Murat  was  killed  in  1815,  Princess  Caroline  remained  in 
Italy,  and  died  in  Florence  many  years  later.  The  necklace  comes 
from  a direct  descendant,  who  inherited  it.  A beautiful  piece  of 
Empire  jewelry,  typical  of  the  Period.
